"Rule B is subject to Rule A, and 
time may he extended accordingly.

'Like the Japanese army, the Rmvian 
army is composed of -conscripts. On 
all other points, however, the two arm- 
ies are singularly unlike. 'Neither in 
numbers, organization, equipment, or 
morale is there a ■corresponding char- 
lacter which would warrant a definite 
Comparison. The only sure test of the 
•relative qualities of the two forces twill 
ibo applied when they take the field 
against each other, if this contingency 
should arise. Meanwhile, it will be 
instructive to examine some of the out- 
standing characteristics of the Russian 
army. 

The most conspicuous of these char- 
lacterisfcics is it's hugeness. It is not de- 
sirable to accept, without important re- 
servations, the estimates of the Russian 
army set forth upon paper, but even 
aifter all the necessary deductions'' are 
mode, tho number of men under arms, 
or capable of taking the field, is very 
great. All the young men in the Em- 
pire, with certain exceptions, are legally 
compelled to present themselves for ser- 
vice when they attain the age of tweaty- 
one. It is estimated that every year 
nearly a million young men attain this 
age, and so become liable for service. 
It is reckoned, however, that only about 
a third of these are selected for ser- 
vice in Uio active army, the remainder 
being relegated to the reserves or the 
militia. The' term of service lasts from 
the age of twenty-one to 43, and is 
thus divided: Five years in the active 
army, thirteen years in the reserves, 
and five years in the "opolchenie" or 
militia. The Cossacks have a separate 
.organization — and their number in all 
a.rms is very large— the term of service 
(beginning at the age of 18, and lasting

All manner of deductions must lie 
made. There is the notorious fact, for 
instance, that Russia proper is surround- 
ed by large areas of conquered' territory, 
and this territory is practically gar- 
irisoned by Russian troops. Some of 
these territories have been annexed to 
the Russian empire for a Jong time, 
yet slie only retains them by the power 
of the sword. P would be impossible 
■for Russia, -without grave danger, to 
'withdraw any large body of troops from 
'Turkestan,. Armenia, the Caucasus, Fiu- 
Unnd, or even Poland. Nor can sho 
permit herself to forget that, in tho 
(spring of this year, there may be an 
'uprising in the Balkans which might 
mceessitnte armed intervention upon her 
;part. There is the .further considera- 
tion that these huge armies, scattered 
over the whole [Russian empire, can 
not readily be moved from one place to 
another. They serve their purpose in 
the locality in which they are stationed; 
but were Russia to try to move them 
to any given point (except certain strate- 
gical points to which railways con- 
verge in view of possiblo European 
Avars), the attempt would be a most com- 
plete failure. 

In effect, therefore, the Russians can 
only place in the Far East a com- 
paratively small number of their troops. 
Ami it has to ho noted that she must, 
in order that they may be available, 
dace these troops in position before 
fighting. But here I may say that no 
(military authority supposes that she will 
be able to keep open, constnntlv and 
offloieufly, the Manchnrian and 'Siberian 
railways. Even if these railways- are 
not broken by the Japan 
Itilo tribes, it is almost n 
t hoy would . congest and 
the dead-weight of the n< 
port required. And even under 
■favorable conditions all their 
would be required, not to trans-p 
■troops, but to feed those not 
ifroni. 

' How many Russian troops nr 
ifront.V That is a question which is 
engaging anxious attention at the 
.present moment. I feel sure that the 
|Japaneso, with their complete system of 
gaining information, know to a 
isingle man and gun what forces the 
.Russians have massed in Manchuria. 
They are nol misled or ten-iced by the 
highly-colored estimates-— originating in 
Si. Petersburg — of the troops hurrying 
to the Far East. As a matter of fact, 
this extreme hurry is impossible. At 
(the end of the Boxer rising the Russian 
troops in the Far East were supposed 
to number loO.OOO. Thai was, I believe, 
an over-estimate made for bluffing 
purpose?. The Russians make a habit 
of giving out these over-estimates. Two 
'months nco there was a grand review 
at Port Arthur and the Russian Vice- 
roy gave out that there were 100,000 
men on the ground. But the Japanese 
■counted them, ami found that there 
were lit lie more than 20.000. fit may 
be safely assumed, therefore, that the 
total Russian troops in the Far East 
i/ii the present 'lime does not reach 
Itlie published estimates; ami is probably 
somewhere between 150,000 and 200.000, 
The Japanese are not afraid to tackle 
an army of (his size.

THE PROGRESS OV THE AVAR. 

An unofficial report in a despatch from 
Tokio states that there was another 
naval engagement off Port Arthur on 
Wednesday, in which it is said that four 
Russian battleship and three cruisers 
were sunk, while two Japanese vessela 
■were damaged. It is stated that the 
Japanese succeeded in getting between 
the Russian squadron and the entrance 
of the harbor before the engagement 
commenced. The fact that the gale here 
lust evening prostrated the telegraph 
wires in all directions, made it impos- 
sible to obtain further particulars, and 
:t is, therefore, not possible to know 
whether there is any further confirma- 
tion o£ this news. If such an engage- 
ment has taken place with the result as 
stated, its importance can scarcely he 
overrated. It would mean that the 
Russian naval force in the Ear East 
1 ad been almost destroyed and that 
Japan has practically undisputed com- 
mand of the sea with all that that im- 
plies. In modern warfare we can only 
find anything like a parallel to such a 
.circumstance in the defeat of the Fvenoli 
at' Sedan in" 1870, when Napoleon III. 
and nil bis army were compelled to sur- 
render to the German Emperor. "While 
wp must await further news before we 
can feel assured that Japan has secured 
such a victory, it w not under the cir- 
cmstancea a matter tnat is at all im- 
probable. The previous engagement had 
not left the Russian fleet in a condition 
to renew the fight with the enemy on 
equal terms, as would have been seen 
by the long list of vessels disabled or 
seriously injured that we published yes- 
terday. Having accomplished the ob- 
ject which it was believed the Japanese 
[fleet hud in hand when it sailed from 
Port Arthur on Tuesday— the convoying 
of transports— it probably returned Im- 
mediately to complete the work which it 
had commenced so successfully on Mon- 
day night. Or the departure of the 
Japanese fleet may have been simply a 
ruse to throw tue Russians off their 
guard. In tuo condition in which their 
licet was left after the attack on Mon- 
day, the Russians mast have found full 
employment for all their efforts and re- 
sources in attempting to put matters in 
a position to meet again their active ami 
energetic euomy. 

It is not surprising mat the unexpected 
course of events has produced a pro- 
found impression throughout the Rus- 
sian Empire. .It will tend to arouse a 
determination among all classes that tne 
war must lie prosecuted with the great- 
est energy, and in this manner will dissi- 
pate the feeling of apathy if not, indeed, 
of dissatisfaction about the war which 
prevailed in St. Petersburg and other 
towns a week or so ago. But populnr 
enthusiasm, however, great, can have 
■little effect on the immediate position of 
affairs in the Ear East. If the Russian 
fleet has been destroyed, Japan will al- 
most control the situation. Before Rus- 
sia can gather another licet from other 
parts—and in any case the vessels lost 
or disabled comprised a most important 
part of the Russian navy— Japan can 
inflict sucu injury on the Empire's ex- 
tremities as will be very difficult to re- 
pair, There is no reason to doubt that 
the energy and skill which have been 
displayed by the Japanese in naval oper- 
ations will also be shown in the conduct 
of the war on lauU, whether the field „e 
Manchuria, Korea or Russian Siberia. 
Gigantic as is the power of Russia it 
can only be exerted in the Far KoPteni 
portion ox the Empire, if its naval force 
is dost roved, to the extent that the .Si- 
berian railway can transport men and 
supplies.

■PROVINCIAL, PUIVLIC WORKS. 

The close of the session of the Provin- 
cial 'Legislature at this early period of 
the year is a circumstance that can be 
turned to good advantage in connection 
-with the prosecution of public works 
-liroughout the Province. During many 
years, with only two or three exceptions, 
it has been the custom not to call the 
House together until late in January or 
at some time in February with the re- 
sult that May 1 was well advanced be- 
fore the session was closed. The incon- 
venience of this arrangement in regard 
to public, works to he carried out in 
the following fiscal year can easily be 
understood. It was impossible for those 
•who had charge of such works to know 
until late in tho spring or in the early 
rummer what a.nnropriations would be 
made by the Legislature and what work 
it would be nossible to do with tho 
money that was authorized. The result 
of this was that work which should 
bave been done in toe line weather and 
long days of summer was delayed until 
the autumn when the conditions were 
not as favorable as at "i earlier period. 
That often implied unsatisfactory work 
and almost always increased cost be- 
yond what would have been required 
had better arrangements been made. 

This year the conditions will he much 
more satisfactory. 'J. nose in charge of 
the work to be carried on will be in 
formed of the amount appropriated and 
will bo able to "et it done under more 
favorable conditions than have general- 
ly prevailed. As the appropriations in 
many instances arc smaller this yeni 
■•han usual, it is of the greatest import- 
ance that the monev should he expended 
to tho greatest possible advantage. 
People sometimes complain that the 
Government dues not get its work done 
as economically as is that carried on 
by the different municinal couucils. 
Whether this is so or not we cannot sa.\ 
although owin:' to the great areas ot 
many of the districts under one super 
iutendeut it is probable that there ie 
.sometimes not as close supervision ot 
the Government won; -- there usually 
;s with that done for a municipality. 

"We are inclined to think that a larger 
proportion of tno latter is done bv con- 
tract than is the case with that of the 
Government, especially as regards ordi- 
nary repairs.

DECLARATION OV WAR. 

Sir, — Numerous statements have been 
published, to the effect that the attack on 
the Russian Heel at Tort Arthur, by the 
Japanese, was made before a forma' declar- 
ation, and was therefore contrary to In- 
tel national law. 

It may be of Interest to some of your 
uvmeroua readers to state that although 
<;roiius considers a declaration as an es- 
sential characteristic of a proper war, 
the modern writers on International law 
are not of that opinion. It Is the fact that 
for the last hundred years past hostilities 
have been generally begun without any- 
such formal declaration. "The formal de- 
clarations of war only makes the state of 
war more notorious, but, though more con- 
venient In that respect are not necessary to 
constitute such a state." (Lord Ellen- 
borough, C. J., Oom et al., vs. Bruce, 12 

Eust, 2-JG.) 

In the ease last mentioned Russia com- 
menced hostilities against Great Britain 
on the 10th of October, 1S07, and seized 
British ships who had the preceding day 
left the Russian ports before the news of 
hostilities or declaration had reached Lou- 
dun. 

In the late war between Japan and China 
on the L'oth of July, 18111, a Japanese 
squadron attacked Chinese men-of-war, 
which had been convoying transports carry- 
ing reinforcements for Asan In Korea, and 
the Japanese captured Asan on the 29th 
of July. War was not formally declared 
until the 1st of August. 

The late Kusso-Tnrklsh war was declared 
In a formal despatch delivered to the 
Turkish charge d'affaires at St. Peters- 
burg, a similar declaration In 1870 was also 
made bv France before the commencement 
of hostMItles with Prussia. 

Notwithstanding the above-mentioned In- 
stances of formal declarations It Is now a 
settled doctrine of International law that 
a declaration of war Is not an essential 
preliminary to leglt'mnto warfare.

Continuation Of 
Clallam inquest 



The Builder of the Clallam Gave 
His Evidence Yesterday 
Afternoon. 



He Said That the Clallam Only 
Took Three Months to 
Build. 



The Inquest on the Clallam disaster 
tvae resumed yesterday afternoon. 1 

Edward W. Ilcatli was the first ■wit- 
-ness and said lie was a resident of Ta- 
tonia and had built the steamer Clal- 
lam. He was a shipbuilder by trade, 
and had been in the business for sixteen 
years and bad had twenty-four years' 
experience. Ho had been oil the coast 
for five years. 

He said he had built the Clallam from 
'bis own design, subject to the approval 
of the Paget Sound Steamship Com- 
pany, lie then detailed the measure- 
ments of the vessel, giving 1 full dimen- 
sions over keel and gave the size of the 
timbers used in the construction.

'Mr. Heath replied that the steamer 
Princess Beatrice was a much larger 
boat and required so much more timber 
than the Clallam that there could not 
possibly be any comparison. lie said 
that the keel of the Clallam wan laid 
on tin- 15th day of January and the boat 
was launched on the 15th day of April. 
"I had seventy men working on her 
and there was never a better boat built 
<m the Pacific coast than her," he re- 
marked. 

Mr. Heath farther said that he had 
built fifty boats and they are now all 
over the American continent, none 'hav- 
ing met with any mishaps save a tug 
which ran on the rocks. What proved 
to him that the company were pleased 
with the ship was the fact that they not 
only gave him a bonus of $500, but 
never took a cent of insurance out.

AH bis 
contract called for was the hull and no 
furnishings or fixtures. ('apt. Roberts 
himself saw the Clallam several times 
before she was finished. The Olallam 
had no deadlights less than three feel 
from the waterline. The Clallam was 
the fiftieth boat he had built, and out- 
side of the Albion which was wrecked, 
none of them have ever had a mishap. 

The deadlights mi the Clallam were 
the heaviest he over put in. He o/ten 
improved on the specifications and did 
so on the Clallam. iHo bail no explan- 
ations to offer as to how the Clallam 
sunk. 

She had n natural crook and her 
deadwork was nt least six feet through. 
She bad only about two carloads of 
freight, and if that had shifted if 
would never have listed enough to let 
water through the deadlights, He also 
felt certain that if the Clallam was 
raised her 'hull would be in at: perfect 
condition as when she left the yard.

MARINE NOTES. 

The big German bark Magdalene, under 
charter to the Portland Grain Company to 
load wheat for the United Kingdom, Is tak- 
ing cargo at Portland, Ore.

San Francisco papers state that the Brit- 
ish bark Thistle Is ballasting in the Bay 
City for the purpose of proceeding to Port- 
land to loud wheat. 

The British ship Drumeraig Is out 75 
days from Sydney, N. S. W., for San Fran- 
cisco.

The niugh weather and strong southwest 
w'nds that have prevailed oil the California 
coast for some days, have probably pre- 
vented the British ship Marathon from en- 
tering San Francisco harbor. She is now 
out 102 days from Antwerp with n general 
cargo. Last. Monday the Marathon was 
spoken by the steamer Mariposa, COO miles 
southwest of that port, and nothing has 
since been heard of the vessel.

Architect Rattenbury Gave Evi- 
dence on His Own Behalf . 
Yesterday. 



The Last Night's Prorogation 
Closes the Workot the 
Committee. 



The special committee appointed to en- 
■qntre Into the report of the arbitrators 
regarding the building of Carey Castle, met 
again Wednesday morning at It) o'clock. 

The chairman remarked that as the legis- 
lature was likely to prorogue at any mo- 
ment it was only fair to allow Mr. Ratten- 
bun- to give his evidence. 

Mr. Rnttenbury, on being sworn, replied 
in answer to Mr. Duff, that he had been 
an architect for 20 years, having received 
his education in Bradford, England. Ho 
had resided In British Columbia since J.882, 
and during his residence here had been ar- 
chitect for the Parliament Buildings, the 
Court House at Nanaiino and for the al- 
terations In Court House here. His sys- 
tem In supervising the construction of these 
buildings had been exactly similar to that 
of building Carey Castle. 

Mr. Duff then went very carefully Into 
the award of the arbitration committee, 
takln- clause bv clause. Clause three In 
the specifications gave witness the power 
to decide the cost of any alteration that 
he ordered In the contract. Mr. ltntten- 
bury In leading up to his appointment, ex- 
plained to the committee that one day 
Mr. Wells sent for him and asked him to 
look over some plans submitted. Mr. Wells 
then asked witness to act in conjunction 
with the architect who' had made the plans. 
After carefully examining them, witness 
remarks that he did not care to act. Mr. 
Wells then asked witness If he would pre- 
pare plans, but he refused, saying that after 
seeing the plans everybody would accuse 
him of having acted for his own advantage, 
He was finally appointed supervising ur- 
chlteet, and having been asked who to sug- 
gest as architect, he named Mr. Maclure, 
each to get half the fees. 

Witness explained that shortly after the 
work started, Mr. Maclure was taken 111 
and he had then to do practically all the 
work himself, but he never departed from 
his original agreement of dividing the 
fees with Mr. Maclure. 

Passing on to the charges, witness point- 
ed out that there were only a few clerical 
errors, and positively no architectural er- 
rors. With regard to any changes, witness 
said he always consulted Mr. Wells. With 
regard to the bay window, oak pannellng 
and other little changes, witness said some 
were suggested by the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or. That gentleman did not order any 
work to be done, however, hut on his sug- 
gestions witness put them before the Min- 
ister. 

Witness then took up some minor al- 
terations, explaining carefully on the plans 
as to why said alterations had been made. 

With regard to the size of the room that 
had been built, 24 feet Instead of 22, wit- 
ness said owing to an error of one of his 
clerks the number 22 had been put down 
on one of the plans instead of 24, so that 
the contractor might probably have been 
misled. All the other plans were perfectly 
correct. Mr. Drake, In putlng In a clulm 
:for pay for this extra would have to prove 
to witness' satisfaction that he had been 
misled by this. In regard to the claim of 
the arbitrators that they could never get 
the original tracings, witness said that If 
they did have them it would be quite Im- 
possibly to be guided by them; the eon- 
tractor himself never saw the original 
tracings, and the contract was based and 
estimated from the blue prints and not the 
tracings. 

Witness said his general practice was to 
value and consider all additions. In a let- 
ter to the Premier, witness allowed! $14,223 
which was all that was allowed. The con- 
ttactor's original contract for the main 
building being $44,704.50, but that did not 
cover decorating, heating and lighting. 

Witness stated that he gave orders to 
Mr. Drake, on request, for any changes or 
alterations. 

The chairman questioned witness If out- 
side of the small clerical errors mentioned, 
he considered the plans perfect. Witness 
replied that he did. Nobody had any au- 
thority or power to make any alterations 
save Sir. Maclure and himself. As far as 
Mr. Pearce having anything to say, the only 
recollection he hud of his doing very much 
was laying out the foundation on behalf of 
Mr. Drake. Regarding invoices, witness 
remarked that they were all In his posses- 
sion and that he never refused them to 
anyone; the only time they left his office 
was when Mr. Drake brought them to be 
O. K.'d, but they always came back to him 
after they had been paid. He said he had 
a system of keeping all Invoices, etc., in ids 
office, and as an example, could gel any 
Invoice of the Parliament Buildings that 
was asked of him, in live members. Wit- 
ness remarked that he could not remember 
arbitrators having asked him for invoices. 
Regarding the ordering of goods In his own 
name, witness said that he ordered goods as 
F. M. Rnttenbury, Architect, mentioning 
the building for which the goods were to 
■bo provided. The Invoice always came to 
him and he O. K'd them. Merchants, both 
In England and America, generally allow a 
commission on ordering goods, btil this lie 
invariably deducted from the bills sent In. 

Witness then gave several clear Instances 
of how he had deducted the commission in 
the interests of the government, on one '•<■- 
caslon hi' was allowed ."> per cent discnunl 
from an English firm, which amounted to 
$140. He credited the goverumenl with 
that, amount.

any underhand work with Mr. Anderson, 
us he would practically have put himself in 
his hands for the rest of his life; besides 
he didn't believe anyone could suppose Mr.

'• A report, happily unfounded, reached 
the Colonist office last evening that n 
•vessel was in distress out Esquimau 
.way ami was tiring rockets. ll was 
suggested that perhaps tue sealing 
schooner Jessie, wmcn hnu anchored 
during the day in tao Koyal roads, was 
dragging her anchors. This, upon in- 
vestigation, was found to be untrue, and 
it eventually transpired that Messrs. 
fHitt Bros, ■were testing ship rockets 
from the point near the Indian reserve, 
."Which is the only point from which Cniet 
(Watson will allow such tests, and they 
deemed last evening a good time to 
test some rockets with the result as 
stated. 

When the report reached this olllce a 
reporter immediately started out to 
Beam the facta and ran across Oapt. 
Dallaih, who said that if the original 
report was true the Kestrel would 1111- 
mediately be despatched to render as- 
t'istanee. Capt. Dalmin said that the de- 
ipartaient of marine and fisheries has is- 
sued instructions tnat the Kestrel is to 
J)o kept ready to proceed to the aid of 
vessels in distress at any and all times, 
and thus, if possmle, prevent any repe- 
tition of the awful disaster of last 
month, "When the Clallam foundered and 
.so many precious lives were lost. 
. lLast evening in case the original re- 
port 'happened to be true there would 
J.uve been no time lost, as iSIr. John Day 
of the Esquimalt hotel, notified the of- 
ficers of II. II. S. Flora, who also went 
to the water front to see if there was 
any vessel in distress but, of course, 
found everything snug and all the ves- 
sels in the roads riding easy. 



WHATCOM'S ROUGH TRIP.

MARINE NOTES. 

The Seattle Post-Iutelllgeocer says: 
The Nippon Yusen Kaisha's Iyo Maru 
sailed from Yokohama for Seattle yester- 
day. Despite the assertions of the local 
manager of the company that she would 
sail on schedule time, other marine men 
predicted that she would be impressed by 
the Japanese government for transport 
service. 

As far as the local office is advised, the 
Seattle line of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
will continue as heretofore. Discussing 
the persistent report of a discontinuance, 
W. E. Farr, chief clerk to F. M. Studley, 
Seattle manager of the line, yesterday- 
said: 

We have !:nd no notice whatever of 
even a 'possible discontinuance of out- 
line. The lyo sailed this morning from 
Yokohama for Seattle, and tho Aid is 
scheduled to follow her February 2:1. 
The Kaga left this port yesterday. 

1 sec no prospect of a discontinuance 
of the line, which continues to do n 
good 'business, despite the reports that 
it is soon to retire from the field. The 
Ivo, leaving Yokohama this morning, 
has between 3,600 and -1,000 tons of 
freight, more than an average cargo for 
her, and about 175 passengers.

[Bonanza last summer, and which washed 
out gold every day in COal-oll-CttUfuls. 

Altogether the work to be done this 
winter on the second bedrock is con- 
sidered of vital importance, for if il 
shall be determined that the lower 
bedrock carries pay at points so wide- 
ly apart, mining on Eldorado will be 
Instantly revived.— Dawson Weekly
